Col. Reid W. Kennedy, 
who will establish the Army's 
legal guidelines in the court- 
m artial of Lt. William L.Calley 
Jr., announced Thursday his 
plans to call the closed session 
“ to come to some kind of con­ 
clusion about defiance of an o r­ 
der to witnesses. . . to quit 
talking to the press." 


He gave no Indication of the 
action contemplated. 
“ I can understand almost any­ 
thing except this continuous in­ 
terrogation of witnesses and 
potential witnesses and the pub­ 
lication of what they say before 
it is said in court," Kennedy 
safti. “ Something just has to tie 
done about this," 
Calley, a 26-year-old former 
platoon commander in Company 
C, 1st Battalion, 11th Infantry 
Brigade, is charged with mur­ 
dering 109South Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians at the village of My Lai 
on March 16, 1968. 


The Army said Monday h • 
plans to bring Calley before a 
general court-martial. 
A day later, Kennedy, wno is 
senior trial judge in the judge 
advocate's section here,order­ 
ed that potential witnesses be 
instructed to discuss the case 
before trial only with attorneys 
involved or Calley. 
In Saigon, 
Thursday, South 
Vietnamese Sen. Tran Van Don 
said members of his Defense 
Committee and the Senate Inte- 
r ior Committee will go to Quang 
Ngal Province shortly to inves­ 
tigate reports of the slaying.

HELSINKI (AP) — U.S. and 
Soviet negotiators wound up two 
weeks of sec ret arm > curb talks 
today in what was described as 
a favorable atmosphere despite 
a sm attering of caustic com­ 
ment from Moscow. 
After a 105-minute session at 
the U.S. Embassy, the envoys 
agreed to meet again next Tues­ 
day at the Soviet E m bassy. 
Today's session was the fifth 
private discussion between the 
two sides since the strategic 
A rm s Limitation Talks (SALT) 
opened Nov. 17. 
Conference sources estim at­ 
ed after today's meeting that the 
negotiators still have another 
week or two oí discussions 
ahead before ending the p reli­ 
minary round at Helsinki. The 
next stage is supposed to be 
full-scale negotiations. 
A news blackout on how the 
talks are going prevailed again 
today as it has since the meet­ 
ings began. By joint agreem ent, 
spokesmen for the two sides are 
saying nothing beyond announc­ 
ing the meeting tim es. 
It was understood that the 
delegates decided to re c e ss for 
a long weekend in order to allow 
sufficient preparation for the 
next session. The layover gives 


them m ore time also to report 
back to their home govern­ 
ments. 
The American team, headed 
by Gerard C. Smith, feels that 
the talks have been marked so 
far by a good atmosphere. 
In Washington, Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers says 
the U.S. delegates told him ear­ 
lier this week that their prelim i­ 
nary exchanges were "th e best 
oí any discussions they have 
had with the Soviet U nion." 
Soviet sources here have indi­ 
cated that the Russians are also 
satisfied with the talks. But the 
government - controlled Soviet 
press has expressed no strong 
support for SALT and has been 
blam ng W estern "m ilita rists" 
for the arm s buildup.

No Politicians On College Boards 
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BEVERLY HILLS (AP)-^Jes- 
se Unruh, State Assembly m i­ 
nority leader, says politicans 
shouldn't sit on the governing 
boards of C alifo rn ia s state co l­ 
leges and universities. 
“ W e need an overhaul of the 
governing boards,* which, U n ­ 
ruh said, " a r e doing an inef­ 
ficient 
and 
downright 
sloppy 
job of governing the university 
and state colleg es.” 
He singled out. for example, 
the boards««pass ing on the qual - 
ifications of applicants for em ­ 
ployment,” 
apparently re fe r­ 
ring to the attempted dism issal 
of Angela D a vis , a Communist 
who 
t e a c h e s philosophy at 
U C LA . 
"Im agine the board of d ire ct­ 
ors oí G eneral Motors passing 
on a plant forem an” Unruh told 
a 
gathering of Town H all, A 
Los Angeles public affairs club. 


" It may be that removing the 
politicians from the boards w ill 
not of itself improve their p e r­ 
form ance,” the Inglewood Dem ­ 
ocrat said, "but at least the 
waste 
and 
mismanagement 
would not be quite so visib le.” 
He added, however, " A whole­ 
sale overhaul is not possible 
until after certain things happen 
in 1970” drawing chuckles from 
his audience of about 100 men 
and women. 


State elections take place next 
year, and Unruh is considered 
a possible Dem ocratic candi­ 
date for governor.

A question came up some time back about spinning and how to 
get distance. A gentleman asked me how 1 got distance using a 
short ultra-light spinning rod. Well, contrary to public belief, 
the length of a spinning rod has no bearing on your casting d is­ 
tance. As a m atter of fact, the main purpose of the spinning rod 
from my point of few is to feel and play a fish with other functions 
being secondary. I’m not saying length isn’t advantageous at 
tim es because It is with regard to the type oí angling done, be it 
boat fishing, surf fishing and the like. 
The true distance In spin casting is not rod length but rather 
four other Important items that should never be overlooked. 
They are: 1, Amoung of line on spool; 2. Amount of weight used; 
3. Size and diam eter of line used; 4. Properly tapered guides on 
rod. 
If a spool of line is only half filled there is too much drag in 
casting and line freedom is restricted thus so is distance. Natur­ 
ally weight can make a great difference in casting as well as Its 
other very important purposes which I shall discuss some other 
tim e. The diam eter of the line (pound test), will make a big dif­ 
ference In casting distance. The sm aller the diam eter, the longer 
the cast and less drag involved. And last, properly tapered guides 
spaced correctly aids in casting distance by eliminating drag 
plus reduction of snarls in line. Most late model fishing rods all 
have correct guides. 
It all bolls down to freedom from drag and the sm aller the dia­ 
m eter of the line, the less weight you have to use. Well, so much 
for that. On to more western fishing. 
Tight lines . . . .
